REPUBLICAN MOVE GETS 

AIR TRAINING FOR NEGOES 

Washinton, D. C., Sptember 
18. — The newspapers of the 

country announce the designa- 
tion by Robert H. Hinckley, 
Chairman of the Civil Aeronaut- 

ics Authority, of the North 

Carolina Agricultural and Tech- 
nical college at Greensboro, and 

the West Virginia State college 
at Institute, both for the educa- 
tion of colored youth, among the 
1G6 institutions of learning au- 

thorized to participate in the 

civilian pilot training program, 

authorized by Act of Congress, 
and approved by the President 

of the United States, June 27th. 

The designation of these out- 

standing colored institutions 
44To train civilian pilots, or to 

conduct programs for such 

Kraining, inl^iding studies and 

researches as to the most desire- 

able qualifications for aircraft 

pilots’* calls attention to the 

fact that this training is made 

possible by reason of an amend 
ment offered in- the House of 

Representatives by the Hon. 
Everett M. Dirksen, Republican, 
of Illinois, during the debate on 

on the bill April 19,1939. 

Congressional Record 

The Congressional Record re- 

ports as follows: 

Mr. Dirksen: Mr. Chairman, 
I offer an amendment, which I 

send to the Clerk's desk. 
The clerk read as follows: 

“Amendment offered by Mr. 

Dirksen: Page 2. line 4, strike 
out the period, insert a colon, 
and the following: 

“Provided, that in the ad- 

ministration of this act none of 

the benefits of trainiing or pro- 

grams shall be denied on account 

of race, creed or color.” 

Mr. Dirksen addresed the 

House and said: “Mr. Chair- 

man, the purpose of the amend- 

ment is very simple, indeed. It 

seeks only to prevent discrimina 

tion in the administration of 

this act in order to make possible 
the benefits of these programs 
to the Negroes of the United 

States. 

“The House and the Senate 

wrote into the Auxiliary De- 

fense Act, which was approved 
by the President on the third 

of April, 1939. a provision to the 

effect that there should be no 

discrimination and that all the 
benefits of a civilian training 
program should be made avial- 
able to Negroes as well. 

Negro Soldiers Have Fought in 
All Wars of the RepuhCc 

“That is the purpose of the 

amendment which I have offer- 

ed and I certainly hope there will 
be no objection. The national 

defense idea has been emphasiz- 
ed at great length here this after 
noon. May I advise the members 
of the House that the Negro 
citizenry of the country is moved 

by the same patriotic ardor and 

possessed of the same aptitude 
m any field of national defense 
as anyone else. . 

“Negro soldiers fought with 
General Braddock in 1775. There 
were three or four thousand 
Negroes in the Revolutionary 
Ahmy. 

“They made a splendid record 
in the war of 1812 and 17 Ne- 

groes received the Congressional 
Medal of Honor in the War of 
1861. * 

“They made a splendid rec- 

ord in t h e Spanish American 
War and in the World War. The 

Eighth Illinois Infantry did 

yeoman service in the Spanish 
American Wa rof 1898 and was 

commanded by a Negro colon-el 

by the name of John Marshall.

“There are today over 350 Ne- 

gro civilian pilots in the United 
States of America. Let no one 

say that he Negro has ont the 

aptitude for flying the same as 

the members of any other race. 

Asacils Q'scritnmation 
in view ot the fact that they 

constitue a very integral por- 

tion of the population of this 

country, certainly the Congress 
does not want to discriminate 

agaist them. We have written in 

anti-discriminatory provisions 
in other enactments heretofore 

including the WPA act and the 

national defense at, which was 

signed by the President of the 

third of April, 1939. 

“Certainly this House with- 

out o disen ting vote, ought to 
make sure that there will be no 

discrimination with respect to 
the program which is to be set 

up by the pending bill. 
"Mr. Chairman, I hope my 

amendment will be agreed to. 

(Applause.) 
Other Republican Support 

In- his effort, Mr. Dirksen was 

ably supported by the Hon. Wal- 

ter G. Andrews, of New York, 
and Hon. Bruce Barton, of the 

same state, both Republicans, 
The amendment was opposed 

by the Hon. Clarnce F. Lea, (D- 
Cal.) Chairman of the ICFC of 

the House of Representatives, 
who reported the bill to the 

House. »• 

However, when the question 
was taken and division called 

for, the amendment passed: Aye 
71; Noes, 53.

other colored nstitutinsas well, 
has been made possible by the

jons the collee grounds. The CA 
A will pay the college 20.00 for 
each student in ground school 
instruction and the operator of 
the flying school from $270.00 to 

$290.00 for each student receiv- 

ing flying traipin^. The colieGe 
will charggjp.anb student a labora 

tory fee of $40.00. 
Every effort is being exercised 

by the college to secure qualified 
students for pilot training. 
Preference is being given to 

young men who have to their 
credit at least one years of col- 

lege work and much stress is be- 

ing given by the college physici- 
an to the requirements of the 
CAA in physical fitness. Presi- 
dent John W. Davis has indica- 
ted that all efforts of the college 
point to the CAA objective 
which is to train safely and 

adequately a large group of 

young men w'ho give promise 
of interest and ability to conti- 
nue flying activities as private 
pilots.

New York, Sept., IP. — 1’res. 

Roosevelt, m his capacity as 

commander n. chief of the l’nit- 
etl States ai my and navy, lias 
been asked t*» appoint a mixed 
commission “to make a t boron)/h 

n vest Kid ion of the nature and 
extent of racial discrim nation 
now existiiiK in the armed 
»iees“ of the country. 
The request, which came from 
he National Association for 

the Advancement of ('olored 

People, was contained in a letter 
sent to the nation's chief exe- 

cutive, September 15. The letter 
•t;ites w'.icquiyically that, de- 

spite the fact that this counTry 
iaces the possih Idy of heiiiK 
dawn into a second World War, 
• he barbarsm of which already 
appalls the world, “democracy 
is still denied to Ncki’o Americ- 
ans in the armed forces of the 
United States.*’The letter, which 
is s'Kued by Walter White, exe- 

cutive secretary of the associa- 

tion, calls up m President Rooae- 
velt to use his powers to ninove 
these racial barriers before the 

county is drawn- into war. The 

complete text of the better is as 

follows I 

I Me world stands uppulled at 

the reversion to barbarism in 

Europe. So-called civilized men 

are demonstrating that the only 
d.fForence between them an l 

jungle dwellers is the superority 
of weapons of destni'tion tA' 

their fellowrnei; uhch so railed 
civilized beings have invented. 

“There are many here and 
obroad who fear that our coun- 

try may, sooner or later, Ik* 
dawn into the conflict. May (i >d 

grant that this may be averted. 
“Hut we should not close our 

eyes to the possibility that the! 
L\ S. may be led by events and j 
forces to set forth once again to' 
save democratic government. If 
that, unhappy time ernes there 
will once again he appeals to 

N’cgro Americans to help 'make 
the world safe for democracy* 
even- to the extent of laying 
down their lives. Hut even in 
the face of this possihilty, dem 

cracy is still denied to Negro 
Americans in the armed forces 
of the I’nited States. Rank pre- 

judice is rife in every branch of 
the armed forces of our govern- 

ment—army, navy aviation, the 
marine corps, and every other 

department. KVen in the con- 

struction of ships for our mer- 

chant marine which ships may 

play a very importan part both 

in our national security and 
our economic well being, there 

is gross discrimatjon against 
qualfied Negro workers.
